blow your brains out," the robber 
holding the gun warned.while the 
other rifled the cash drawer, ac- 
cording to Lincoln. 


The holdup men took the money 


from the register used by the 
wholesale and retail dairy in han- 
dling milk payments, Lincoln add- 
ed. 


He said that the man holding the 


gun in his back was about 23-years- 
old, stocky, and wore a red sweat- 
er. He repeated his threat to blow 
Lincoln's brains out.

fectionery and across the street to 
a waiting car, Lincoln said. 


Third Man Waits 


There was a third man in the 


car and the motor was running.

Twigg, the holdup men did not get 
as far as Grand Detour. Road 
blocks had been set up south of 
Oregon.

Oregon city police arrived in

For Rome Talks

ROME—(J)—President Eisenhower's new secretary of state arrived 


in Europe today and made clear within 10 minutes that the United 
States wants to know what Europe is doing about unification for de- 
fense. 


Secretary of State John Foster 


Dulles hinted- broadly again"along 
the lines of the warning in his first 
U.S. radio speech a week^ago. He 
said then that the United States 
might re-shape its aid policy to- 
ward Western Europe if the nations 
refuse to unite. Today he put it this 
way: 


"No Preaching" 


"I am not here to preach or talk 


but to listen and learn—so that our 
government may make its de- 
cisions wisely with regard to the 
direction in which you, yourselves, 
are going." 


Although he said he came to lis- 


ten, he went to conferences with 
Prime Minister Alcide De Gasperi 
and his government only after say- 
ing plainly about what subject he 
wanted to hear. 


"The European defense commu- 


nity," he told reporters, "has 
caught the imagination of the 
American people. 


"The United States government 


and people have come to look upon 
this plan as a vital part of the 
overall program for cooperation 
between nations of the Atlantic 
Pact Community. 


To Learn Progress 


"We are particularly interested 


in learning what progress we can 
anticipate in this European De- 
fense Community Plan." 


It was clear Prime Minister De 


Gasperi and his government will 
agree with Dulles.

Neighbors identified the body as 


John Wilson. He is believed to 
have been dead since Monday or 
Tuesday. 


According to Lee County Sheriff 


Charles Redebaugh, Wilson was 
found by Marion Johnson, a neigh- 
bor at 2:45 p. m. yesterday. 


Johnson discovered the body 


slumped in a 
kneeling 
position 


against the doorway, Redebaugh 
said. 


Lying at the dead man's feet 


was his dog. 


Rigor mortis and extreme cold 


had made the body rigid. 


Investigation has led authorities 


to believe that Wilson died from a 
heart attack. 


Found In Field 


Neighbors said that he had s 


fered a heart 
spell 
about two 


weeks ago and was found lying 
in a field. 


He had been seeing an Amboy 


doctor for quite a while, neighbors 
told Redebaugh. 


The man lived alone in the farm 


house which is located on his 40 
acre farm in May township, about 
four or five miles south of Amboy, 
the sheriff said. 


According to 
Johnson, • Wilson 


was alive on Sunday afternoon. 
Johnson had delivered 10 bales of 
hay to Wilson's farm for the dead 
man's livestock. 


When Johnson didn't hear from 


or see Wilson since Sunday, he de- 
cided to visit the man and see how 
he was. It was then that the body 
was- discovered. 


Seen On Monday t 


Wilson's huddled body had been 


seen prior to being found yester- 
day. Another neighbor noticed him 
crouched against the doorway on 
Monday. 


The neighbor's suspicions weren't 


aroused then because Wilson had 
been seen on numerous occasions 
sitting in the doorway of the house 


He could be seen from the coun- 


try road which passes the house 
approximately 
500 yards 
from 


•where the boy had been slumped. 


Theory has it that Wilson was 


probably carrying wood into the 
house sometime Monday when the 
heart attack took his life. 


Johnson found that only four of 


the 10 bales of hay delivered were 
used to feed ihc livestock. For 
that reason and the condition of 
the body, it is believed that he 
had been dead for about five days 
prior to discovery.

Surgeons Hail New Surgery 
For Breast Cancer Relief 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. 
new operation for relief of breast can- 


cer and involving cortisone was hailed today by surgeons attending 
the 17th annual international medical assembly here. 


The operation was described Fri- 


day by Col. Warner F. Bowers, 
chief of surgical service at Brooke 
Army hospital here. 


It involves removal of the adre- 


nal glands and was performed for 
the first time at Brooke only three 
weeks ago. The patient, who had 
been bedfast and in constant, great 
pain, is now walking, enjoying her 
food, and planning a future, Col. 
Bowers said. 


He explained that removal of the 


hormone-producing adrenal glands, 


like removal of the ovaries, re- 
duces stimulation of certain types 
of cancer, especially those of the 
breast. Only one hormone of the 
adrenals is necessary for life, he 
said, and that is cortisone. 


Adrenal hormones are adminis- 


tered before surgery and continued 
after the operation, gradually be- 
ing decreased until only small 
"mainlenance" doses of cortisone 
must be taken daily for the rest 
of the patient's life.

Home Starts Its Third Life 


Expanded and modernized, the farm home of Clarence Ropp in McClean 
county, Illinois, is beginning a third cycle of service—this time in asbestos 
armor. In its first stage, some eighty years ago, it was merely a modest one- 
story cottage (seen as the "ell" to the right in the upper picture). Stage two 
started about the turn of the century with the two-story addition on the left. 
Now the original portion has given way to a new section which includes a 
basement playroom, a large combined living and dining room and a second 
floor hobby room. For modern beauty, fire-safety and economy of upkeep, 
exterior walls have been covered with white asbestos-cement siding and the 
roof with red asbestos-cement shingles. A colonial type porch completes the 
transformation. 


Keep Wood Dry

To Stop Termites 


Termites cannot exist without 
moisture and can be controlled by 
keeping excess water out of the 
wood parts of a house. 
Keeping moisture from rising 


out of the ground is important 
If a basementless house is built 
with a crawl space, the crawl 
space should be well insulated. 


Wood sidewalls or framework 
should not be placed directly on a 
masonry foundation. Masonry and 
wood should be separated by a 
strip of damp-proof material.

Man's Answer to Plaster 
Cracks: Use Metal Lath 


One of the questions most fre- 


quently addiessed to this column 
concerns plaster cracks and what 
to do about them. 


Here, for instance, is one typi- 


cal question: 


"Our b e d r o o m has plaster 


cracks in the corneis where the 
walls meet the ceiling. Also there 
are cracks which run diagonally 
from the corners of the windows. 
We used a preparation for fixing 
cracks, but after last winter's se- 
vere weather the cracks showed 
up again. How can they be fixed 
permanently?" 


These cracks are happening at 


places where movements in the 
house are most Ikely to crack 
plaster. One way to have avoid 
ed the occurrence in the first place 
would have been to reinforce the 
plaster at those points with strips 
of metal lath over the board-type 
laths apparently used. 


Assuming this metal lath was 


omitted, it is more than a little 
difficult to repair the cracks and 
remedy the condition. 


To do so, the Metal Lath Manu- 


facturer's Association recommends 
removing the plaster down to the 
lath on each side of the crack for 


a distance of three to four inches. 
Then fasten a strip of metal lath 
cut to the length and width of the 
patch and fill it with patching 
plaster. 


If you cannot get a corner lath 


for the crack at the intersection 
of wall and ceiling, buy a sheet of 
diamond mesh metal lath from 
your building materials dealer and 
cut it into strips five to six inches 
wide, Bend these snps to fit the 
corner. 


If you are building a home or 


expanding an attic,' using gypsum 
or fiberboard lath, it is well to put 
strips of metal lath at critical 
points to help reinforce against 
cracking. It should be placed at 
the corners of windows and doors.

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Work of Nation's Spy Hunters Is Never 


Done, Nor Is It Futile 


When the government cracks a spy ring as it did re- 


cently, it must inevitably give comfort to average citizens 
who appreciate reassurance that our counter-espionage 
agents are steadily vigilant. 


They could read with pleasure of the departure from 


these shores of Yuri Novikov, second secretary of the Rus-, 
sian embassy in Washington, the alleged director of the spy 
network. 


One can almost hear some of them saying: "Well, now 


we're rid of him, and the others will soon be on trial. Let's 
hope that's the last of them." 


There is in the attitude of many Americans toward the 


activities of foreign agents a kind of pained surprise that 
they could take place here at all. 


Throughout the battle in this country against internal 


communism, there always has been implicit the idea that we 
were striving toward a goal with a nice finality to it. In other 
words, that we would reach that time when there would be 
no Communists at all in the government, and none on the 
outside with any access to vital secrets. 
*

* 


Unfortunately, this notion accords very poorly with the 


facts of life. So long as we have potential enemies abroad 
in the world, so long shall we have to cope with their agents. 
Cracking one spy ring, or two, or three, does not eliminate 
the danger, though it may minimize it importantly. 


There are always other spy rings, and if by some chance 


they should all be discovered, new ones soon would spring up 
to replace them. Novikov is gone, but who can seriously 
doubt that his successor already has been chosen and is func- 
tioning full tilt? 


As head of the U. S. Central Intelligence agency, Gen. 


Walter Bedell Smith warned last fall that Russian agents 
may have filtered into that organization. Later he sought 
to play- down that warning, but realists recognized he was 
talking basic sense.

Foreign agents are not like some non-recurring plague 


which, once eradicated, will never return to hurt the nation. 
They are a continuing pestilence, against which an imperiled 
nation must employ its counter-espionage weapons in an un- 
ending effort. 


Because well-publicized drives against foreign agents 


and their networks do not permanently wipe out the spy 
menace, that does not mean such campaigns are futile. On 
the contrary, if wisely managed to safeguard the liberties 
of innocents, these may vastly assist in lessening the national 
danger. 


But the important thing to remember is that the work is 


never done. We should learn to get over our surprise when 
spies are turned up in high places and low. There will be 
more tomorrow. By the very nature of our free and open 
democracy-, we are probably less spy-proof than any land on 
earth.

When West doubled, 
Rapee went for broke with a re- 
double. This was sound enough, of 
course. South could hardly be set 
more than one trick with such a 
dummy, and might make the con- 
tract with overtricks if he had a 
really sound opening three-bid. 


Crawford should have lost a 


trick in each suit, but an opponent 
slipped. I'll say this for Crawford: 
He gets himself out on a limb often 
enougn, but you can't afford to 
make mistakes against him. 


West opened a trump, and East 


took the ace and returned a trump 
to dummy's king. Crawford re- 
turned a low heart from dummy, 
and West look the nine of hearts 
and shifted to a low diamond. 
Crawford then ruffed a heart to 
enter his own hand, after which he 
led his singleton club towards dum- 
my. 


West hemmed and hawed over

General Carlos P. Romulo, the ambassador of the Philippines 


and their permanent delegate to the United Nations, has firmly de- 
clined an invitation to serve as honorary chairman, in other words 
as stooge, for a letter-head layout called the "One World Award Com- 
mittee." 
The general let himself be roped into this thing early in 


December but I got word to him regarding the activities of "Prof." 
James H. Sheldon, the "chairman of the committee on nominations," 
and, after some inquiry of his own, Romulo discovered that he was 
about to take a little trip back home and pulled out. 
, 


This incident is a model illustration of the workings of many 


such groups. 


Early in December the "One World Award Committee" kicked 


out a mimeographed "release" announcing that it had voted "wards" 
to Madam Pandit, the head of the Indian delega- 
tion to the United Nations and a reasonable facsim- 
ile of LaBoca Grande, Justice William O. Douglas, 
of the Supreme- court, and Eric Severeid, a deft, 
shrewd radio propagandist based on Washington. 
There were several other awards but these names 
will give you an idea. For some insubstantial rea- 
son, the "awards" were announced at a pretentious 
drinking party, with oratory, at the Hotel Plaza- "as 
part of the American Nobel anniversary program." 
Sheldon loomed up chucking his weight all ever the 
place. 


But Sheldon is the manager of Isidore Lipschutz's Non-Sectarian 


Anti-Nazi League which hollers up alarms trying to persuade pros- 
perous Jewish citizens that their non-Jewish friends and neighbors are 
plotting to slit their throats. The Racket is pretty well fagged out 
and Mario Buzzi, who put in a long time snooping and stealing for the 
league, tells me that the donations have slowed down from a pleasant 
imitation of a rushing stream to1 a fitful trickle. These pestiferous 
fakers have been abusing their betters and conspiring to frame de- 
cent Americans as a penalty for their loyalty and independence of 
opinion for many years now.

ever snatched Lipschutz and Shel- 
don before the bar and shown up 
the dirty treachery which has been 
the boast of its hired sneaks for 
years. 


However, 
this 
new 
Congress 


contains some very determined 
Republicans 
who remember 
a 


long score of abuse at the hands 
of such characters and their time 
is coming soon.

mittee" and discovered that it 
consisted of a tiny cubicle with

After all, the Nobel prizes are real- 
ly something and this layout might 
be trying to nib a little fuzz off 
that peach for its own "awards." 
But Mr. Osserman said he would 
like to get two other officials of 
the committee to discuss it with 
me and I never got'around to it. 


For the time being he would 


say, however, that that was "sort 
of a legal problem that I have 
never looked into." 
He did say 


he had never met either Lipschutz 
or Sheldon and, as for the cap- 
sule 
"headquarters" containing 


the prepossessing 
Miss Hanfling 


and little else, that was just some 
space that had been kindly loaned 
by'a member of the advertising 
agency. 


Now lest you miss the signifi- 


cance of the names of this year's 
"winners" of the "awards," a fur- 
ther selection should explain all 
to anyone even faintly familiar 
with such things. To this end, I 
mention Hartley Crum, a Cali- 
fornia lawyer who somehow got 
mired in a lot of Communist af- 
fairs; Qucntin Reynolds, another 
inveterate joiner; LaBoca's friend, 
Fredric March, the bleeding heart 
of Hollywood 
and Fiorella La- 


Guardia. 


Poor Romulo somehow let him- 


self get hooked as a "winner" in 
1950 but they aren't going to catch 
him again. 


They are tossing a "0ne World 


Award" dinner pretty aoon. Don't 
fail to miss it.

very little, if any, of the calcium 
in spinach is of any value to body. 
This statement was made by Dr. 
Marian Tolbert of University of 
Illinois. 


The reason the body seems un- 


able to use the calcium is that 
spinach contains large amounts of 
oxalic acid. 
This acid combines 


with calcium to form an insoluble 
salt which the body cannot absorb 
and so isn't able to use. This does 
not mean that you should not eat 
spinach. Rather, it means that 
homemakers should serve other 
foods to provide 
the 
required 


amount of calcium—such foods as 
milk and cheese. 


Some well-controlled nutrition 


studies show that the body can 
utilize the calcium from cabbage, 
collards, kale, leeks, lettuce and 
turnip tops.

TIPS 


Painting Kitchen Walls 


Kitchen walls are always cov- 


ered with a film of grease', and 
if this is not cleaned off carefully 
before repainting, the paint job will 
be troublesome. If a surface re- 
mains tacky after painting, it can 
sometimes be hardened by wiping 
with turpentine substitute, or 
light washing with mild soap and 
cool water. Rinse with clear, cool 
water and wipe dry. If this does 
not hasten drying, it may be neces- 
sary to remove the entire painted 
surface and clean the walls be 
fore refmishing.

McCormack, who was then state 


athletic license commissioner, tes- 
tified Thursday and denied ever 
receiving the money from Rickard. 


McQuade quoted the Giants' late 


owner, Charles A. Stoncham, as 
saying the fight would not be li- 
censed unless Rickard turned over 
$81,500 to McCormack. The witness 
asserted that Stoneham said Mc- 
Cormack had no right to do this.

James C. Hagerty told reporters 
Thursday that congressional lead- 
ers informed the President Monday 
that the voting procedure on re- 
organization acts probably would 
be revised. Hagerty said the Pre 
sident was not opposed. 


Unexplained, however, was the 


testimony of Joseph M. Dodge, di- 
rector of the budget, who told a 
House committee he "took a vigor- 
ous position" against the changes. 
Dodge normally would express the 
attitude of the President. 


Hagerty would not discuss the 


apparent contradiction. 


Last Tuesday, committees in 


both houses voted to alter the rule 
on rejection of reorganization plans 
submittod hy the President. 


Under the existing statute, due 


to expire March 31, a majority 
vote from the entire membership 
of the House, or the Senate, is 
required to block presidential pro- 
posals to shift agencies or func- 
tions of government. That is. 49 
senators and 218 representatives 
have to cast a "nay" vote in or- 
der to kill a plan. 


Under the proposed new rule, a 


simple majority of the quorum pre- 
sent and voting would veto White 
House proposals. 
That might be 


as few as 25 senators or 110 House 
members.

Terrorized 
Jews Tell of 
Red Threats 


BONN, Germany </B—Communist 


secret police are threatening some 
of East Germany's hapless Jews 
with execution unless they agree 
to spy on other Jews, refugees who 
have just fled to freedom in the 
West claimed today. 


These refugees, all Jews, said 


some of their faith even have been 
warned that their children will be 
killed if the parents refuse to give 
informa,tio% about friends to the 
Russian-trained secret police. 


Terror and tragedy are the lot 


of the 2,300 Jews left in East Ger- 
many as Communist 'authorities 
step up the anti-Semitic campaign 
remote-controlled from Moscow, 
according to these sources. 


Many are forbidden to leave 


their homes. Police interrogation 
lasts for hours. Mail is intercepted, 
telephone lines are tapped. Per- 
sonal documents are confiscated. 


Sixty-five per cent of the East 


German Jews are aged and live on 
pensions. These are being lopped 
off as many Jews resist the de- 
mands of Communist police that 
they become spies. 


More than eight per cent of the 


East German Jewish population 
has fled to the West since the 
purge of Jewish leaders in Prague 
late last year. The crackdown on 
the East German Jews began at 
the same time. 


The West Berlin Jewish Com- 


munity is urging those who are 
left in East Germany to come to 
the West. Twenty-five to 30 a day 
are eluding Communist patrols and 
reaching Berlin. 


Each one has a story of fear and 


heartbreak to tell.

Youth Tells 
How He Slew 
His Mother 


PORTLAND, Ore. W>—"I thought 


if I killed her she wouldn't have 
to go through with that torture." 
That was how Robert Harold Mat- 
lock, 19, explained the death of his 
mother, police said. 


Matlock's statement was record- 


ed after the sobbing youth walked 


into the police station Friday and 
said he had killed his 51-year-old 
mother to prevent her suffering 
from a nervous breakdown. 


"I couldn't stand to see her lay 


there and suffer and die, and when 
her head was turned I hit her over 
the head with a pop bottle . . . She 
kind of moaned when I hit her . . . 
I also hit jier with a hammer ... I 
wasn't sure that I killed her and 
stabbed her several times with a 
knife. I don't remember how many 
times—maybe 20," the statement 
said. 


Police took the youth into custo- 


dy but no charges were filed pend- 
ing an investigation.
